A few hours later, the man who 
succeeded John Dillinger as the coun- 
try’s most-wanted criminal was placed 
aboard an airplane heavily guarded 
and manacled and taken from

There were too 
many guns on him.”

$100,000 kidnaping of William A.

Repercussions Expected 
in Political Aspect as

Political repercussions from the 
wrangle over contro] and administra- 
tion of the police department were 
forecast yesterday during a series of 
developments in the involved tangle. 

Councilman G. Dan Bridges, chair-

Bridges, who has headed the po- 
lice committee for the .past four 
years, yesterday threatened to expose 
at the proper time the “ones who 
are manipulating the entire matter.” 
He referred to the efforts to oust 
him as chairman of the group. 

In the meantime committee activi- 
ties in the police department were 
under suspension as a result of the 
failure of all members, with the excep- 
tion of Bridges, to appear at the reg-

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TALMADGE ACTS 
N SEIZING POWER 


Leading Newnan Lawyer 
Says Dictatorship Due 
to Control of Militia 
and Abhorrent to State. 


No dictator of modern times has as- 
sumed greater power than the present 
chief executive of Georgia, W. Y. At- 
kinson, of Newnan, said in a radio 
address last night, adding that the 
dictatorship now established is due to 
the Governor’s control over the mili- 
tary forces of the state. He termed 
the dictatorship “distasteful and ab- 
horrent to our citizens.” 

Atkinson is the son of former Gov- 
ernor W. Y. Atkinson. He has made 
an enviable record as solicitor general 
of the Coweta circuit, a post which 
he has held for 12 years. For some 
time he has been mentioned as a pos- 
sible candidate for governor or for 
attorney general of the state. 

“We are a free and liberty-loving 
people and though we have read of in 
history of dictators of the past, little 
we ever thought that the sovereign 
state of Georgia would ever be afflict- 
ed with any misrule of a despot or a 
tyrant,” Solicitor General Atkinson 
said. 

He cited the fact that the legislative 
branch of the government, the execu- 
tive department and the judiciary sha!] 
forever be separate under our consti- 
tution and declared that up to the 
present every governor the state ever 
had religiously adnered to the consti- 
tution. 

No Precedent in Georgia. 

“Up to the present every governor 
since the beginning of our existence 
has religiously adhered to this con- 
stitutional provision,” said Mr. At- 
kinson, “and no citizen of our state 


ever thought they would live to see 
the day when any chief executive 
would trample and destroy this bul- 
wark to our: freedom and to our lib- 
erty.

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Chrysler Building 
Relieved of Taxes 


NEW YORK, May 1—)—The 
towering Chrysler building, world’s 
second highest skyscraper—77 stories 
—was relieved by a court decision to- 
day of a $12,000,000 city tax assess- 
ment because it is built on land owned 
by Cooper Union which uses the in- 
come for operating its nationally- 
famed school. 

The appellate division of the su- 
preme court returned the unanimous 
decision. 

Cooper Union, a school for the 
advance of science and art and scene 
of Abraham Lincoln's eastern bid for 
the presidency, is at Fourth avenue 
and Eighth street, on Union square. 

The office of Corporation Counsel 
Paul Windels announced the decision 
would be appealed immediately in the 
court of appeals at Albany. 

In its opinion, the court noted that 
the land on which the huge building 
rests was freed of all assessments by 
an act of the legislature in 1859, the 
year Peter Cooper, renowned philan- 
thropist, founded the Cooper Union 
school. 

The decision reversed a judgment 
upholding the taxation of the proper- 
ty handed down by the late Justice 
Phoenix Ingraham in 1934.

Varied Legislation Is Threatened 
By Drive for Early Adjournment 


WASHINGTON, May 1—-f)— 
Important legislation—some of _ it 
backed by the admimistration—was 
apparently doomed for this session to- 
night as congress concentrated upon 
taxes, relief and adjournment in early 
June. 

While President .ioosevelt :aid to- 
day he was still hopeful that the ship 
subsidy and pure food and drug bills 
would be enacted, there were strong 
indications he would not let these con- 
troversial measures stand in the way 
of adjournment. 


The democratic leadership on Cap- 
itol Hill and the republican minority, 
in fact, seemed united upon a pro- 
gram which would let these measures 
fall by the wayside. The Frazier- 
Lemke farm wortgage refinancing bill 
as well, was held by leaders to have 


this session. 


Senator Robinson, of Arkansas, the 
democratic leader, talked over the situ- 
ation with President Roosevelt and 
then told newspapermen:

Today’s activities gave some hint of

ROME, May 1.—(4)—While unex- 
pected difficulties retarded an Italian 
army’s descent upon Addis Ababa, 
pent-up fascist eagerness to celebrate 
the war’s climax tonight burst its 
bounds.

In Turin, Milan and Genoa, shops 
were closed, flags were raised from 
every staff and spontaneous celebra- 
tions were conducted by crowds gath- 
ered in the streets. 

Authoritative sources strov e to 
check the advance celebrations, sug- 
gesting it might be ‘seven or eight 
days” before Marshall Pietro Bado- 
glio’s columns enter the capital of Em- 
peror Haile Selassie.

Fulton Superior Court: . 
The March-April, 1936 Grand Jury 
bas sompleted its -.bor and makes 
these Presentments °’ the 
Honorable Court and the people of 
Fulton County cieorgia, as follows: 


GENERAL PRESENTMENTS. 

We most heartily condemn the pres- 
ent pardoi: system due to the fact that 
hardened criminals have been indict- 
ed by this Grand Jury, only a year 
after they had been previously con- 
victed of the same offense, and sen- 
tenced to seven or eight years on the 
chain gang, but were pardoned after 
& year’s service and repeated the same 
offense, in some instances less than 
two weeks after release. 

We recommend that the Police De- 
partment of the City of Atlanta make 
a thorough and systematic check of 
all pawn shop: for stolen proyerty. | 

e récommend that the Traffic 
Laws of the City of Atlanta be thor- 
oughly revised with a view of elimi- 
nating the many deaths and accidents 
occurring each year, and also that the 
Traffic Survey now being discussed in 
City Council of Atlanta be continued 
and carried out to full completion. 

We recommend that the Fulton 
County Delegation of the State 'egis- 
lature propose and sponsor such legis- 
lation in tue next session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly that will require a state- 
wide Highway Patrol for proper po- 
licing of the highways of the State; 
also requiri. « that all drivers of auto- 
mobiles of whatever kind in the State 
of Georgia to have Driver's Licenses; 
and that a!’ owners of automobiles of 
whatever kind in the State be required 
to carry liability insurance. Such 
laws will serve to eliminate irrespon- 
sible and reckless persons operating 
automobiles of all kinds. 

In accordance with the resolution 
passed . this Grand Jury, and given 
to the local press on April 14, 1936, 
we recommend to the Mayor and Coun- 
cil of the City of Atlanta, that the mat- 
ter of Commission-Manager form of 
government for the City of Atlanta be 
submitted to the voters for an expres- 
sion of their opinion at the primary to 
be held September 2, 1936, and that the 
said expression of the majority of 
voters be a guide to the future Mayor 
and members of City Council and the 
representatives of Fulton County in 
the General Assembly. 

Evidence coming to our body plain- 
ly indicates a great lack of harmony 
and antagonism exists between the 
members of the Police Committee of 
City Council of the City of Atlanta, 
which is a most deplorable condition. 
We therefore recommend to the May- 
or and City Council of the City of 
Atlanta, that the Police Committee of 
Council be reduced from five members 
to three members, those three to be 
mamed by the Mayor and that such 
Committee confine its luties to those 
prescribed by law, and that individual 
members not interfere with tie func- 
tions of the Chief of Police of the City 
of Atlanta when not in session.

Diligent care and effort has been 
made by this Grand Jury through its 
appointed Committees to investigate 
all the affairs of the County and City 
with which it was charged and that 
submitted to it, and make the follow- 
ing reports and recommendations:

SYSTEM. 


The Fulton County School System 
is efficiently and capably directed by 

r. Jere Wells, its Superintendent, 
and this body believes that the Coun- 
ty is fortunate in having this gentle-| 
man as the Superintendent, who is a 
business man as well as an educator. 
We find that the Fulton County Board 
of Education is composed of five 
members wilfo are appointed for a term 
of four years hy the March-April 
term of the Grand Jury, two members 
being appointed at one term and three 
members two years later. We recom- 
mend that legislation be passed in- 
cfteasing the term of board members 
to five years, and the appointments 
to be made so that one member's term 
will expire each year. In view of the 
efficient manner in which the affairs 
of the Fulton County Board of Edu- 
cation are being conducted, this body 
has taken occasion to reappoint Mr. 
W. P. Anderson and Mr. Arthur 
Wrigley to this board, whose present 
terms expire this month. 

We find that all of the Schools have 
capable and efficient staffs and corps 
of teachers, and that the pupils are/| 
contented and interested in their class 
work. The buildings and grounds of 
the schools were found to be well 
maintained, clean a J sanitary. Also 
that the finances of the School ys- 
tem are in a sound and satisfactory 
condition. We recommend that the sal- 
ary reductions of 25 per cent of »ochool 
employes be restored at least in part 
as soon as funds can be found for this 
purpose. The buses used in the trans- 
portation of 3,000 pupils to and from 
school each day are kept in very good 
condition and that the operators are 
selected on basis of their ability to) 
transport safely these children.

We find that the Fulton County) 
Police Department is efficiently oper-| 
ated and managed under the capable 
direction of Chief George Mathieson, | 
as well as the finger printing depart- 
ment under Lieutenant Ragedale. We | 
‘ recommend that the quarters of the) 
Finger Printing Department be en-. 
larged at once due to the rapid growth | 
of the records of finger prints. | 

The Fulton County Jail was found 
to be properly and efficiently operated 
and the prisoners are well treated and 
receive nourishing, well-prepared and 
wholesome food ; also that the sanitary 
condition of the jail is excellent with 
the exception of the so-called “Old 
Cell Block” which has not been paint- 
ed or renovated in twenty years, the 
mattresses, bedding and general condi- 
tion of this old cell block are very 
nauseating, dirty and unsanitary in 
every respect, the plumbing system is 
in very poor condition as well as the| 
locking system being inadequate. We 
recommend that imm te step: be 
taken to remedy this situation.

JUVENILE COURT AND 
JUVENILE HOMES. 
The Juvenile Court, under the di- 
rection of Judge Garland Watkins is 


well conducted, and the cases coming | be 


before this Court are dealt with in a 
most judicious yet merciful manner. 
The wretched condition of children 
coming before this Court, especially 
white children, is caused largely by 
drunkenness, poverty and immorality, 
the white cLildren are apparently more 
helpless to overcome their troubles 
than the negroes. 

During 1935 there were 2,136 cases 
tried in this Court, of which 1,593 
were delinquents and 543 were neglect- 

or dependent cases. 297 children 
were sent back to their homes on pro- 
bation, the latter being visited thrice 
weekly by probation officers who try 
to look after their welfare. It was 
found that 80 per cent of cases placed 
on probation turn out satisfactorily. 

All institutions where children are 
sent from the Juvenile Court were 
visited and found to be in satisfactory 
condition, with the children being well 
cared for and educational facilities 
provided. This body is especially im- 
pressed with the Hillside Cottages 
where about 40 boys and girls are 
kept, ages 5 to 13 years, who are un- 
der the jurisdiction of the Juvenile 
Court, although no funds have been 
provided for this institution by Ful- 
ton County this year. 

The Superintendent of the Atla1‘a 
Child’s Home, on Hightower Road, 
where some of the County’s charges 
are kept requested that the Public 
Works Department have some land be- 
longing to this home plowed and pre- 
pared for planting, and also a few 
truck loads of manure for fertilizer 
be furnished, which this Grand Jury 
recommends be done. 

The Grand Jury is deeply impressed 
by the crying need for more interest 
in the white girls of the County, who 
come before the Juvenile Court. They 
have small chance where there is a 
family history of bitter poverty, bro- 
ken homes, drunkenness and immoral- 
ity. The unfortunate white girl is os- 
tracized and becomes the pawn of 
those who prey upon the weak, while 
the negro girl is redeemed by her 
own people. This Grand Jury there- 
fore strongly recommends that the 
County establish a home for tuese 
girls, similar to the Georgia Woman’s 
Training Home, where they can sever 
all old relationships and be educated 
in self-respect and self-support. There 
are such homes for white and colored 
boys, but the girls need it even more. 
It need not be such a large expense 
to construct, but should be able to 
accommodate at least 300 or 400 girls. 
This Grand Jury believes there is no 
salvation for these girls unless such 
a place is provided. 


PUBLIC WORKS AND CONVICT 
CAMPS. 


Investigation of the County’s eight 
convict camps shows they are all well 
managed and economically. operated, 
and the sanitary conditions are above 
criticism. The prisoners are well fed 
and healthy, and are housed in well 
constructed and ventilated buildings 
equipped with shower baths, the pris- 
oners being required to bathe twice 
weekly. There are about 1,000 convicts 
cared for in these camps. All livestock 
appear to be in good condition. This 
Grand Jury finds that these camps 
raised produce in 1935 of @ value of 
$165,404.43, and indications\ are that 
it will be much greater for 1936. We 
consider this very commendable. 

Bellwood Camp is the receiving sta- 
tion for all supplies for all camps and 
for new prisoners. ere has just 
been installed at this Camp a new fire 
engine and necessary apparatus, which 
is available to all camps. We recom- 
mend that a new blacksmith shop and 
a new laundry be provided at once at 
Bellwood to replace those facilities re- 
cently destroyed by fire. It is suggest- 
ed that the Blacksmith Shop be lo- 
cated more conveniently to the garage 
than the former one in order to facili- 
tate the work. There is also at this 
camp an oil refinery for the reclama- 
tion of old oil. All buildings and barns 
appear to be in good condition and 
well constructed. 

This Grand Jury finds that the 
Public Works Department has accom- 
plished a great deal during the past 
year. The most important projects be- 
ing 83.5 miles of road grading, includ- 
ing grading at the Court House and 
at 64 different locations, 728,814 cu- 
bic yards at a cost of $240,508.62: 
165,213 square yards of stone founda- 
tions to 32 different locations, cost 
$146,891.70 ; 22 new bridges and three 
repaired in 25 different locations, cost 
$100,510 ; four jobs of asphalt paving, 
50,090 square yards, cost $82,376, 
and many smaller projects: This does 
not include any of the work done by 
the Works Progress Administration of 
the Federal Government. Very little 
work has been done in.the City of 
Atlanta, and we strongly recommend 
that some of the impassable streets 
in Atlanta be paved, regardless of 
their location. We find the affairs of 
the Public Works Department to be 
in excellent condition, and that this 
department is efficiently managed and 
directed. 

GRADY HOSPITAL AND BATTLE 
HILL SANITARIUM. 

We find that Grady Hospital is 
operated in a highly efficient manner 
under the capable direction of Mr. J. 
B. Franklan, Superintendent, and his 
staff, and have no criticism to offer. 
It is primarily a City of Atlanta in- 
stitution for the free treatment of the 
sick, poor and injured of Atlanta and 
Fulton County, the County paying an 
amount based upon the per capita cost 
of treatments rendered to those who 
are net residents of: Atlanta. There 
were 94,132 patients treated in 1925. 
the daily average of bed patients for 
that year being 453, with a total of 
165,323 patient days in the hospital. 
The operating cost of this hospital to 
the City of Atlanta for 1935 was 
$502,479.68. There are about 50 in- 
ternes composing the resident medical 
staff, all of whom are medical col- 
lege graduates, licensed by the state 
of Georgia, and who devote all of their 
time to the treatment of patients. The 
visiting medical staff is composed of 
some 200 Atlanta and Fulton County 
physicians and surgeons, who give 
their time to the hospital at certain 
periods without recompense. This 
Grand Jury observes that there is only 
one elevator in the main building 
which is used for both freight and 
passengers, and we recommend that 


an additional elevator be provided by 


the City of Atlanta as soon as neces- 


sary funds can be made available. 


We find that Battle Hill Sanita- 
rium for the treatment of tubercular 


patients of Atlanta and Fulton Coun- | 


ty is capably and efficiently operated 
under the direction of Dr. J. H. 


Bradfield, Superintendent, and his 


staff, all of whom are held in high 


regard by the patients. The City of 
Atlanta appropriates approximately

TAX COLLECTOR’S OFFICE— 
FULTON COUNTY. 

This Grand Jury finds that the Tax 
Collector’s Office of Fulton County 
is operated in an efficient and busi- 
nesslike manner, under the capable 
direction of Mr. Suttles and his <taff. 
Need for a Field Book for the assess- 
ment of real property in the County is 
apparent and we are informed that 
this work is now being undertaken by 
the Assessor's Office. The Registra- 
tion Department which now bears the 
burden of all registration of voters for 
both the City and the County, Is effi- 
ciently handled, and it is observ 
that the lighting facilities of this de- 
partment have been materially im- 
proved. We recommend that the Uoun- 
ty purchase one or two, as ay 
necessary, steel fire and burglar proof 
cabinets for the filing and storage of 
the Tax Digests, which are now al- 
lowed to remain on the inside coun- 
ters for.lack of space in the vault. 
We also recommend that the counters 
in this office be moved out three or 
four feet, and the south cntrance 
closed, in order that more office space 
may be provided for workers and depu- 
ties, thereby allowing the cashier a 
private room in which to handle the 
funds of the County, especially at tax 
paying time. 

COUNTY COMMISSIONE-.3, 

ROADS AND REVENUES. 

Evidence coming to this Grand Jury 
indicates that there is at the present 
time less factional disturbance between 
the members of the Commisison of 
Roads and Revenues of Fulton Coun- 
ty than has been manifested in the 
past: that these Commissioners ve 
agreed to work harmoniously one 
with another, setting aside all person- 
al differences, their paramount ob- 
jective being the advancement of the 
interests of the people of Fulton Coun- 
ty. We have taken .izatice of the 
fact that the County deficit of $325, 
000 was reduced $100,000 in 1930, 
which was made possible by increased 
revenues; also that the Commissioners 
have agreed to live within their budget 
for this year and it is their purpose 
to endeavor to reduce the deficit fur- 
ther by $100,000 in 1936, and also 
that the County has no bonded in- 
debtedness other than that of $140,- 
000 assumed when old Campbell Coun- 
ty was merged with Fulton County. 

This Grand Jury has investigated 
a complaint about excessive payment 
annually to Messrs. Respass and Res- 
pass, County Auditors. Our investiga- 
tion develops that this firm of Audi- 
tors have almost ontinually, day in 
and day out, four men at work im the 
Court House, and’ that the firm really 
performs the duties of a Comptroller 
for the County, there being no suc 
officer provided by the County. The 
Auditors advise the Commissioners as 
to the annual budget and cause this 
budget >» be strictly adhered to. In 
addition, they audit all departments of 
the County semi-annually. The amount 
paid to this firm is $1,041 per month, 
and this Grand Jury does not believe 
this amount to be excessive in view 
of the services rendered, because the 
services of a Comptroller and neces- 
sary staff, familiar with tax law and 
the distribution of the tax fund could 
not be secured for a comparable 
amount. It is therefore the recommen- 
dation of this body that these Audi- 
tors be continued as at present. 

However, we recommend that this 
service be opened for bids by auditing 
firms capable of rendering comparable 
services. Such bids to be taken on 
basis of a five-year contract. 

ATLANTA POLICE DEPART- 

This Grand Jury has made a thor- 
ough investigation of the Atlanta Po- 
lice Department and City Jail. We 
find that the prisoners’ cells are san- 
itary, and that each sex and color are 
separated. The arrangement of the cell 
block however allows the prisoners ac- 
cess to the windows of the jail, and 
up to the present time more than 400 
window lights have been broken out 
by the prisoners, and as soon as they 
are replaced, they are again broken, 
which proves very costly. It is also 
necessary to have two officers to pa- 
trol the outside of the jail to prevent 
escape, costing $350 per month. We 
recommend that the cell block be 
changed to the center of the building, 
thereby preventing prisoners from hav- 
ing access to the windows, saving all 
of this unnecessary expense. 

We find that all whisky which is 
confiscated is kept in one special 
room, in charge of one man. All 
whisky is destroyed each morning ex- 
cept one bottle or container from each 
raid which is kept as evidence. 

The identification bureau has 68,000 
records of criminals on file. We find 
that the Detective Department has 
records of all stolen property and of 
all goods pawned. 

The negro men’s stockade on Hul- 
liard Street is clean, but is a veritable 
fire trap, the roof being of wood. We 
recommend that a new building be 
constructed, and in the meantime the 
present one be whitewashed. The Pris- 
on Farm where all female prisoners 
are sent, as well as white male pris- 
oners, consists of 248 acres, which 
also has a dairy. We find that all 
prisoners have separate quarters, 
which are in a sanitary condition, 
but overcrowded. We recommend that 
another unit be constructed for white 
female prisoners as well as for white 
male prisoners. We find the Farm to 
be efficiently operated. 

After a thorough investigation, we 
find that, as a whole, the Police Sta- 
tion is efficiently operated. There are 
420 persons on the pay roll, which, 
we are informed, is 39 less than under 
the former Chief of Police’s admin- 
istration. We recommend that the Po- 
lice Force be increased by at least 100 
men, and that all equipment, especial- 
ly the radio cars, be brought to and 
kept to the highest point of efficiency, 
and that the number of radio cars be 
increased by at least one car for each 
of the four districts, all of which in 
order that the Criminal situation in 
Atlanta may be more efficiently han- 
dled by the Police Department. 

Regarding the Police Force and its 
personnel, we are confident that there 
are many God-fearing, conscientious, 


loyal men in the department who are | °° 


most anxious to do their full duty, but 
who, through fear of offending the 
“higher-ups” are constrained to “look 
the other way.” This is a deplorable 
condition of affairs in our City Police 
Department and there does not seem 
to be any remedy unless we ca. se- 
cure men to rule the City who will 
abide by the laws of our City and 
State, (which the present officials are 
sworn to do, but do not). 

The evidence presented to our body 
from time to time on criminal cases, 
clearly indicates that intoxicating liq- 
tor is at the bottom of at least seven- 
ty-five per cent of these cases and yet 
the tendency of some of the officers 
charged with the enforcement of the 
State Law regarding the sale of in- 
toxicating liquor is, “it cannot be en- 
forced, we are doing the best we can.” 
The question may arise, are they obey- 
ing their Master's voice? 

It is a well known fact that our 
Mayor wants to open a City Liquor | 
Store and the possibility is, if it can | 
be conclusively shown that the sale of | 
liquor cannot be controlled, he, may 
have a better chance to get the public | 
to his way of thinking, notwithstand- ' 


ing the fact that he must“know that 
it is against the State Law. Further- 
‘more, Chief Sturdivant has always 
had the support of our. Mayor in 
every that has been brought 
against him and Chief Sturdivant 
passes out the orders to his subordi- 
nates. oe 

Attention of this Grand J has 
been called to the need of a Prison 
Ward at Grady Hospital; due to the 
fact that when an injured prisoner is 
placed in the Hospital, it is necessary 
for a policeman to be on duty for each 
prisoner in different parts of the hos- 
pital at all times, that is to say, in 
three shifts of 8 hours each, and in 
some instances, it is possible for as 
many as 12 policemen may be required 
for this duty in the Hospital in one 
24-hour day, whereas if there was a 
Prison Ward this number could be 


ed| materially reduced. We recommend 


that such a Prison Ward be estab- 
lished in Grady Hospital, especially 
in view of the fact that the Superin- 


be | tendent of the Hospital has available 


the necessary rooms for this purpose 
to take care of whk:te and colored 
prisoners of both. sexes in different 
rooms, and that these rooms can be 
converted to this use at a nominal ex- 
pense. 

ATLANTA PUBLIC SCHOOLS 

_. DEPARTMENT. 

Consideration has been given to the 
Public Schools Department of the City 
of Atlanta, particularly regarding the 
business management, method of se- 
lection of employes, the costs of re- 
pairs of miscellaneous services and 
the building program. We _  recom- 
mend the continuation of the busi- 
ness management under the direction 
of the Superintendent of Schools; we 
further recommend that fitness for 
the jobs continue to be the rule for 
selection of employes. We also ree- 
ommend that audits of costs of mis- 
cellaneous services be continued and 
reported to the Board of Education; 
we further recommend that the School 
authorities continue their efforts to- 
ward securing Federal funds to sup- 
plement City funds for the building 
program. 


CLERK OF THE SUPERIOR 
COURT 


Investigation of the Office of the 
Clerk of the Superior Court indicates 
that this Department of the County is 
being operated in an efficient man- 
ner under the direction of Mr. J. W. 
Simmons, and that any discord which 
may have existed in the past has now 
been satisfactorily adjusted, and that 
there exists between the Clerk and 
his subordinates a spirit of harmony 
and co-operation. The method of 
handling monies coming into this of- 
fice is found to be satisfactory and 
has the approval of the County Au- 
ditors. This Grand Jury has no crit- 
icism to make of the affairs of this 
office. 

THE ORDINARY’S OFFICE. 

Inquiry: into the methods of han- 
dling the business of the Ordinary’s 


h | Office indicates that the business of 


this office is handled in an efficient, 
capable and satisfactory manner un- 
der the direction of Judge Jeffries. 
It is observed that this business of 
this office is handled at the present 
time with only two more employes 
than it had twenty years ago. This 
Grand July recommends that the Com- 
missioners of Roads and Revenues 
take the necessary steps at once to 
bring up to date the General Index 
System of the Ordinary’s Office. The 
financial affairs of this office appear 
to in good condition, the books be- 
ing audited semi-annually by the 
County Auditors. It is observed with 
gratification that this department for 
the period October 1, 1935 to March 
1, 1936, paid into the County Treas- 
ury $11,759.90 over and above the 
salaries of all employes, expenses and 
advertising. This Grand Jury has no 
criticism to make of the affairs of 
this department. 


SOLICITOR GENERAL. 

This Grand Jury has been closely 
associated with the Solicitor General 
.of this Circuit for the past two 
months, and it is the unanimous view 
of this body that Mr. Boykin is a 
tireless and efficient officer, and is 
making every effort within his power 
to combat crime and criminals of ev- 
ery sort and kind and that he should 
have the support of every law-abiding 
citizen in Fulton County. He has 
a capable and efficient corps of work- 
ers on his staff, and all matters per- 
taining to this office are handled in 
a most expeditious manner. This 
Grand Jury extends to Mr. Boykin 
and his staff their sincere thanks for 
his co-operation in every way with 
our labors during the March-April 
Term now ending. 

SUPERIOR COURTS. 

This Grand Jury wishes to com- 
mend the work that is being done by 
the Superior Courts and the Criminal 
Court of Fulton County, knowing of 
the vast amount of litigation, both 
criminal and civil, which is handled 
by these Courts. The Judges of all 
of these Courts have shown themselves 
to be untiring and accurate in every 
respect in the dispatch of all cases 
coming before them, and we wish to 
commend most heartily all of the 
Judges and officials of these Courts 
for the splendid work that is being 
done by them. 

BUILDING AND GROUNDS. 

This Grand Jury has made an in- 
vestigation of the County Court House 
Building and grounds, which were 
found to be clean, sanitary and well 
managed. It is noted that all depart- 
ments of the Court House are very 
crowded, due to the addition of two 
new counties. We recommend that 
additional space be provided in the 
form of an annex to the Court House, 
to be constructed as soon as possible, 
and especially that an addition be 
provided to the Record Room of the 
Clerk of the Superior Court, in order 
to provide for the ever-increasing 
amount of records. It is also noted 
that the parking lot in the rear of 
the Court House is very crowded. It 
is noted that the old Telephone Com- 
pany building adjacent to the Court 
House and which is owned by the 
County has been rented to the Fed- 
eral Government. It is also noted 
that a new Juvenile Detention Home 
is now under construction on Central 
Avenue behind the Court House. This 
Grand Jury has during its sessions 
observed the poor ventilation of the 
Grand Jury Room, and we therefore 
recommend that the Commissioners of 
Roads and Revenues give immediate 
consideration to the improvement of 
the ventilation of the Grand Jury 


m. 
ROADS AND BRIDGES. 
Inspection has been made of all 

roads and bridges in the Milton Coun- 
ty and Roswell additions, Old Camp- 
bell County and Old Fulton County 
and the City of Atlanta. Most of the 
County bridges need painting and we 
recommend that this be done. While 
many roads are found to be in poor 
repair, especially those which are un- 
paved, but they were not as in poor 
condition as might be expected due 
to the unusually heavy rains during 
the past month. The same is true 
with respect to the bridges to a lesser 
degree, especially bridges and culverts 
spanning smaller streams. 

It is observed that many of the 
finest roads are located in the north- 
west section of old Fulton County, 
traversing or bordering on large es- 
tates and realty holdings, and that 
travel over them appears to be light. 

It is also observed that while there 
are many bridges over the Chatta- 


hoochee River in the northern part of 
the County, there is a stretch of about 
35 miles, from Garrett Bridge at the 
end of Gordon Road to the Coweta 
County Line that has no river bridges. 
We recommend that future construc- 


tion of river should seriously 
consider_ the for river bridges 
at Austédll’s Ferry to connect with the 


road to Austell; one west of Fair-} 


burn to connect with the road to 
Douglasville, and one west of Palmet- 
to to connect with the road to 
roliton. 

It is observed that Route 42 which 
has recently been completed is a fine 
highway, but that it is not easily 
enough accessible to the residents of 
Southwest Atlanta, East Point, Col- 
lege Park and Hapeville. Traffic to 
and from these sections via Route 42 
now have to use either the old Route 
42 from Jonesboro Road south o 
Poole Creek and connecting near 
Conley or Sawtell Road from Lake- 
wood Heights to the Federal Peniten- 
tiary. The first named is in bad re- 
pair and for the most part is-in Clay- 
ton County; the latter has two rail- 
road grade crossings. We recommend 
that this situation be remedied. It 
is observed that some of the worst 
roads are located within the City of 
Atlanta, some of which are: Pied- 
mont-Avenue (north); the drives 
through Piedmont and Grant Parks. 
Campbellton Road between Lee Street 
and the City Limits and the railroad 
bridge on Westview Drive. These 
are only a few examples and in most 
instances the condition is apparently 
due to failure to make the necessary 
repairs in the early stages of deterio- 
ration. We recommend that steps be 
taken to remedy this situation, 

Investigation was made of com- 
plaint of the condition of Campbell- 
ton Road between Lee and Holder 
ness Streets, which was found to be 
paved in the center, but along each 
side of the pavement is an unpaved 
strip about ten feet wide, which is 
in some instances about fourteen 
inches below the pavement thereby 
causing a menace to traffic and safe- 
ty of persons. There is much heavy 
traffic over this road especially in 
the summer months. As the property 
owners along this road were assessed 
for the sewerage which has caused 
this condition, this body thinks it 
would be an “injustice to call upon 
them for an additional tax to restore 
the road to a serviceable condition, 
and that the necessary repairs could 
be made at a very small cost, we rec- 
ommend that these repairs be made at 
once by Fulton County without any 
additional cost to the property own- 
ers. 

Investigation of a complaint was 
made with regard to a wooden bridge 
over the A., B. & C. R. R. on West- 
view Drive, and it was found that the 
bridge is a positive menace to public 
safety, and we recommend that imme- 
diate steps be taken to have it re- 
placed, or close that part of the street 
crossing it to traffic. 

As a general recommendation, this 
body believes that the primary consid- 
eration in the construction and main- 
tenance of roads and bridges should 
be the needs of the greatest number of 
citizens whose tax monay is used to 
pay for them, and that this consid- 
eration’ should always come ahead of 
the needs of transient traffic. 


MUNICIPAL COURT. 

Investigation of the affairs of this 
Court indicate that it is operated in 
an efficient manner. It is observed 
that there are five court rooms used 
by this court, and five Judges, Judge 
L. Z. Rosser, Chief Judge, and four 
associate Judges, being the Hon. 
Ralph McClelland, the Hon. Clarence 
Bell, the Hon. T. E. QO. Hathcock and 
the Hon. A. L. Etheridge, with Mr. 
O. H. Puckett, as Clerk of the Court 
and Mr. J. M. George, as Marshal. 
This Court handles civil cases up to 
2,500 and minor criminal cases, the 
major ones being hound over to the 
Superior Court. It is observed that 
efficiency meetings are held each six 
months by the heads of the various de- 
partments where recommendations are 
made for the better handling of the 
affairs of the Court. We find that 
all monies collected by this Court 
are turned over to the County Treas- 
urer on Monday of each week, and 
that a semi-annual audit of the books 
is made by the County Auditors. The 
receipfs of the Court do not fully 
cover the expenses due to the fact that 
the salaries of the five Judges are 
included in these expenses. There 
were about 28,000 cases, civil and 
criminal handled by the Municipal 
Yourt during the year 1935. We be- 
lieve that it is in good condition and 
properly managed and have no crit- 
icisms to offer. 

It is observed that the acoustics of 
Judge Hathcock’s Court Room _ are 
very poor, which is partially due to 
the ventilators opening into the eleva- 
tor shaft on the inner side of the 
room. and also to street noises. It 
is almost impossible for the Judge 
to hear an attorney pleading and 
for the Jury to hear the witness. 
We recommend that the County 
employ the services of a -competent 
Acoustical Engineer to make a sur 
vey with a view to remedying this 
condition. 

Complaint has been received by this 
body that the fee for Dispossegsory 
Warrants in the Municipal Court is 
now $4.00. which is deemed to be too 
high in view of the low rentals now 
being received for property, and we 
recommend that the Commissioners of 
Roads and Revenues give considera- 
tion to the reduction of this fee. 

CHARITABLE INSTITUTIONS, 

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC 
HEALTH 


Investigation was made by this 
body of the following institutions to 
which contributions are made by Ful- 
ton County: 

Anti-Tuberculosis Association: This 
institution was found to be well man- 
aged with an efficient staff. During 
1935 they treated 3,425 persons, and 
arrested 102 cases. The County con- 
tributes $7,500 to this work. 

Atlanta Child’s Home takes care 
of an average of 200 children per year, 
ranging from birth to five years or 
school age, which children are received 
from six sources: death of father or 
mother, desertion by father or mother; 
imprisonment of father or mother, 
insanity of father or mother; sick- 
ness of father or mother and commit- 
ment by the Court. This Home is 
well conducted by an efficient staff. 
The County contributes $6,500 to this 
Home. 

Churches Home for Girls: There 
are three or four of these homes in 
different per of the City, which pro- 
vide board and room for working girls 
at a nominal sum. A good percentage 
of the girls attend schools. These 
homes are well managed and clean. 
Soe Nene contributes $4,000 to this 
work. 

Community Home for Girls, is for 
girls in most cases from the City of 
Atlanta, being sent there from the 
Police Station having been taken from 
disorderly houses or picked up on the 
street by the police. The building 
needs painting and the roof leaks, 
and while it is well managed, it is 
handicapped by lack of funds. Some 
of the younger girls go to schoo] and 
seem to make good students. The 
County contributes $3,400 to this 
work. We recommend that this home 
be thoroughly renovated and repaired. 

Family Welfare Society is do + 
worthy work in preventing a num 
of homes from being broken up by ren- 
dering financial assistance and advice 
to unfortunates. Its services on in- 
dividual and family problems are 
available to all. The County con- 
tributes $14,000 to this work. , 

Hillside Cottages are four in num- 
ber, each being in charge of a ma- 
tron and dietician. They are well 
managed and operated, and have chil- 
dren there from 5 years to 12 years 
of age, whose parents are in prison 
as well as children from the Juvenile

Home for Old Women was found 
to be. managed by an efficient staff 
and its inmates well taken care of. 
a County contributes $8,000 to this 

ome. 

Sheltering Arms. This institution 
takes care of children of workin 


f| mothers; the boys are from 1 to 1 


years of age and the girls from 1 to 
12 years of age. The children ap- 
pear to be well looked after. It is 
observed that there is no fire pro- 
tection in this building and as the 
babies are. kept on the second floor, 
we recommend that at least one fire 
extinguisher be placed on each floor 
and each member of the staff be in- 
structed as to its use. The County 
contributes $6,500 to this institution. 

Good Samaritan Clinic specializes 
in sexual and glandular disorders. Its 
total income is from the City and 
County in equal amounts. A fee of 
ten cents is collected from some of 
the patients who can pay, but this 
is not compulsory. Cases from the 
Juvenile Court and Grady Hospita! 
are treated at this clinic. It is handi- 
capped by their inability to supply 
medicine for the patients, and quite 
a number stop receiving treatment due 
to the fact that they are unable to 
buy medicine themselves. We recom- 
mend that this Clinic be granted ad- 
ditional funds to take care of this 
situation with respect to medicine. 
The County now contributes $3,375 
to this work. 

Scottish Rite Hospital. This Body 
is much impressed by the work this 
institution is doing for crippled chil- 
dren. It has an efficient staff and 
the buildings are in excellent condi- 
tion. ‘The County contributes $5,000 
to this work. 

Steiner Clinic for the treatment of 
cancer is well managed and doing ex- 
cellent work. It is a charity hos- 

ital restricted to patients earning un- 

io $100.00 per month if single or 
$150.00 per month if married. We 
were advised by the Superintendent 
that it has more equipment such as 
radium than they use or can use un- 
der present conditions. We therefore 
recommend that sufferers from cancer 
who cannot at present qualify as char- 
ity patients be allowed to take ad- 
vantage of this institution and its 
splendid equipment for a nominal fee. 
The County contributes $5,000 to 
this work. 

This Grand Jury has received an 
annual report of the Fulton County 
Health Department for the year end- 
ed December 31st, 1935, from the 
Health Officer, Dr. Wm. L. Gil- 
bert, which it has read with a great 
deal of interest, and desires to com- 
mend Dr. Gilbert, and his staff for 
the excellent work accomplished by 
the Department during the year 1935. 

COUNTY-CITY MERGER. 

This Grand Jury recommends that 
the Citizens’ Commission appointed. by 
the January-February, 1936 Term 
Grand Jury, the Commissioners of 
Roads and Revenues of Fulton Coun- 
ty and the Mayor of Atlanta to con- 
sider the feasibility of merging City 
and County Governments be contin- 
ued, the studies of the Commission 
this body heartily endorses; we rec- 
ommend further that the findings of 
this Commission be submitted to the 
people prior to the election on Sep- 
tember 2nd, 1936. od 

TAX ASSESSORS’ OFFICES— 

CITY OF ATLANTA—FUL- 
TON COUNTY. 

An interview with the Tax Asses- 
sors of the City of Atlanta revealed 
an efficient and comprehensive sys- 
tem for handling the affairs of this 
department of the City Government. 
Real property was reported in pro- 
portion to intangibles and personal as 
being about four and one-quarter to 
one. It was further reported that the 
taxable volume in 1936 realty values 
as being. about 25 per cent under the 
volume of 1929 and 1930 values. Fur- 
ther that the volume of intangible 
values has increased somewhat over 
three times the former volume. Fur- 
ther, that an impartial audit of this 
Department is made by Auditors on 
bids annually. 

An interview with the Tax Asses- 
sors and Tax Investigators of Fulton 
County revealed inadequate facilities 
for the handling of this phase of the 
County’s affairs; quarters are inade- 
quate, rooms crowded and records dif- 
ficult to get at. This Grand Jury 
deplores the halt in the development 
of the Field Book on real property 
outside the limits of the City of At- 
lanta, we strongly urge the County 
Commissioners to take necessary 
steps to develop a comprehensive field 
book on realty property outside the 
City Limits of Atlanta. Returns on 

rsonal property including: intangi- 

les show an increase of approximate- 
lv three to one over former returns. 
We recommend that facilities be pro- 
vided for obtaining fair returns on all 
personal, intangible and real proper- 
ties. We further recommend that 
more adequate quarters be provided 
for the Tax Assessors and Tax Inves- 
tigators of Fulton County. 
STOLEN PROPERTY. 

This Grand Jury believes that it 
would not be doing its full duty if 
some recommendation is not made re- 
garding stolen property in the City of 
Atlanta. We therefore recommend 
that the Police Department of the 
City of Atlanta take appropriate ac- 
tion ta force pawnbrokers to return 
stolen property to its rightful owner 
where property is properly identified 
by the owner, without the owner hay- 
ing to pay the pawnbrokers’ charges, 
inasmuch as the owners have the 
right to recover their property with- 
out cost since pawnbrokers cannot 
obtain title to stolen goods, 
TRANSFERRING OF PRISONERS. 

Investigaton has been made of a 
complaint regarding the expense of 
transferring prisoners from other cit- 
ies to Atlanta. This matter has been 
gone into thoroughly and this Grand 
Jury finds that the County Officers 
are using every economy possible to 
minimize this expense. 

Regarding the trip to Chicago week 
of April 18th, which caused this in- 
vestigation to be made, we find that 
the County only paid the expenses 
of two officers there and back via 
automobile. The expense of this trip,

We find that the two County Offi- 
cers who went to Chicago the same 
week via plane paid their own ex- 
penses. 

We recommend that the County 
furnish their officers with a printed 
receipt blank to he signed y the 
vendor and by the officer himself, 
as most of the receipts that are now 
attached to their expense accounts 
are without authority. 

We find that there were twenty 
prisoners returned to Atlanta from 
other cities during the 7 yp Jan- 
uary ist to April Ist, 1936, at an 
average cost of approximately $32.00 
per capita.

This Grand Jury deplores the s0-

Themen, Frank and Allen 
Weems and Joe Ellis, said they found 
Howe hitch-hiking on the highway and 
brought him to Atlanta, not knowing 
he was a suspected murderer.

for 12 cents a pound. 

Lawrence Holtsinger, of DeKalb 
county, sold his best-fitted animal, 
weighing 925 pounds, for 25 cents a 
pound. 

Holtsinger’s balanced pen of three, 
weighing 2,070 pounds, brought 11 
cents a pound. 

The sale was lively, and the bidding 
furious for the first prize animals. 
With the champions out of the way, 
the high prices dropped and the aver- 
age for the entire lot then ran around 
seven or seven and a half cents a 
pound. 

Agricultural Economist Burk em- 
phasized that Georgia’s future farm 
prosperity lies in awakening the inter- 
est of the farmer in cattle and aban- 
doning the old plan of trying to grow 
nothing but eotton in the state. 

: Profit by Prevention. 

“Georgia can raise just as good cat- 
tle as its imports from the west,” said 
Burk.

Strides Made Here. 

Many counties in north Georgia are 
making wonderful strides in the pro- 
duction of livestock and feed. Walker 
county, for example, is going forward 
by leaps and bounds in the develop- 
ment of livestock: Hart county has 
become one of the greatest crimson 
clover centers of the country. Further- 
more, this is a crop that grows best 
in the southeast. 

‘“‘We are producing in Georgia today 
less than half the beef we consume— 
and we ourselves are propogandists, 
through the advertisement of western 
beef for the products of farmers of 
another section of the country which 
we are enriching. 

“There is now a daily market in

Further Step Needed. 

“Why not take this further step in 
making Georgia self-sustaining; why.

“If we can produce the feed, there 
is no reason why we can’t add $40,- 
000.000 annually to our farm income 
by producing at home our own live- 
sock needs, Today we fail to do that 
by 40 million dollars. We can do even 
better. With our superior markets 
made possible by our great packing 
houses we can dominate this section 
of the country in the livestock busi- 


»ness. We can feed the hundreds of 


thousands of visitors who winter in 
Florida. We are, in fact, hundreds 
of miles nearer the great consuming 
centers of the east than the section 
from which they get their meat.”

I have not made a full investigation of 
but was informed that 
the negro was brought here from Dan- 
ielsville about midnight; that authori- 
ties at Athens refused to permit his 
incarceration in their jail, 16 miles 
beyond Danielsville, so Madison coun- 
ty officials, hearing threats of lynch- 
ing after he was indicted only for “at- 
tempted rape,” not a capital offense, 
brought him to Royston, where there 
is only the average small-town jail, 
with only the night policeman to pro- 
tect him. He was not Royston’s 
charge and the local police is not to 
be censured for not endangering his 
life in trying to protect him. My 
home is within 100 yards of the city 
jail, and I knew nothing of the affair 
until 1 went to town the next morn- 
ing. He was taken to the scene of his 
crime, some 20 miles from here, be- 
fore he was lynched. 

It seems to me that he should have 
been kept in Atlanta until the morn- 
ing of the trial or placed in a modern 
jail rather than bringing him to a 
small-town jail. However, while I de- 
plore mob law, so long as the crime 
for which he was lynched is commit- 
ted, whether it be in Georgia, Massa- 
chusetts or Montana, there will be 
lynchings, especially when northern 
lawyers busy themselves defending the 
culprits, delaying executions after the 
criminals have been tried and convict- 
ed, as was the case with John Dow- 
ners crime in Elbert county a few 
years ago. We need reform in our 
court system which permits appeal aft- 
er appeal and delays the operation of 
justice, so often resulting in burden- 
‘Some expense to the county and 
‘state, and eometimes in thwarting 
justice.

WHERE THE BLAME LIES. 

Editor Constitution: As a reader 
of the morning Constitution for the 
past 30 years, I note your today’s 
editorial on the lynching in Frank- 
lin county, Georgia. In this editorial 
you say that The Constitution does 
not know where the blame lies and 
you state that “on the eve of his trial 
with the law moving swiftly and 
surely,” ete. 

Do you recall the “Scottsboro cases” 
still hanging fire for years? Do you 
recall the decision of the supreme 
court of the United States in these 


the matter, 


‘|cases which holds the indictment and 


trial of a negro void, unless negroes 
‘serve on both the grand jury and trial 
| jury? This decision has no consti- 
tutional background. No common law 
background. In England's provinces 
of the type of India and Egypt, where 
English blood is in the minority, only 
a jury of Englishmen can try an Eng- 
lishman., 

When the supreme court handed 
down the “Scottsboro” political deci- 
sion, I remarked that this court had 
| by the unwise decision paved the way 
\for the lynching of more ignorant 
negroes than had ever been lynched in 
the entire south for the past 50 
years. If you live long enough, you 
will see that this will come true. 

In this same judge’s judicia] district 
a few years ago occurred the now for- 
gotten “Downer case,” in which the 
defendant was given a quick, fair and 
speedy trial. I was not in the case, 
but being in the town at the time, I 
advised with the trial judge and Down- 
er was protected by state militia. Just 
before time for his execution, attor- 
neys were employed and paid by peo- 
ple from outside the state. abeus 
corpus proceeding. were brought in the 
federal court at Macon and the trial 
judge held the federal court had no 


jurisdiction. In his holding, he was 
following two decisions of the United 
States circuit court of appeals at New 
Orleans, which came up from Macon. 
Both were rape cases and both white 
men and the woman had sold the liaq- 
uor to the boys who got drunk and 
then committed the crime. It was 
necessary for militia to protect these 
men during the trial in preventing a 
lynching. White men of about 20 or 
25 years of age. The cases were tried 
at Gray, Ga., and the circuit court at 
New Orleans held the trial valid and 
no constitutional guaranty was denied 
these men. The case from Gray, Ga., 
is found in 21 Fed. (2nd) 964, John- 
son vs. Dunnaway, The Downer case 
is found in 53 Fed, (2nd) 586. Down- 
er vs. Dunnaway. In the 237 U. 38. 
424, a case of this character in Geor- 
gia, in which the defendant was 4 
white man and the supreme court held 
that the federal court had no juris- 
diction. 

Judge Moseley, in whose district the 
recent case occurred, is a man of un- 
usual integrity and ability, second to 
no judge of the federal court at New 
Orleans or of the United States. He 
was placed in the

> a8 our federal courts of this state, all a 
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tion of the same punishment to the 
lowest type of a criminal, that the 
south applies to white and black alike. 
Witness the effect of the decision ot 
the supreme court of the United States 
in the Scottsboro cases. Since that 
decision rape cases have increased in 
the south over 300 per cent, especially 
in the states of Georgia, where the 
Downer case occurred, and in Ala- 
bama, where the Scottsboro cases have 
turned the laws of justice upside 
down. Only a few weeks ago, the 
federal court at Macon freed a guilty 
negro after a fair trial and conviction 
upon the sole ground that he had to be 
protected by state militia, when being 
brought to trial. 

Relative to the Downer case, it is 
true that more lying was done about 
that trial than any case I know any- 
thing about. Even the now famous 
New Jersey case of Hauptmann fades 
into fantasy when compared to that 
case. If ever a case was fairly: tried, 
that one was, for all evidence in the 
defendant's favor was admitted, hear- 
say and otherwise. Under his own 
statement on the witness stand, the 
defendant stated that he gave another 
negro hig shoes in order for him to go 
up and commit the crime, while he 
sat on the roadside to wait until he 
returned and told Downer that he had 
committed the crime. Downer was 
under the law accessory to the fact, 
before and after the crime was com- 
mitted and as such, the jury was au- 
thorized to convict him of the crime. 
Under the Georgia law, an accessory 
before the fact must be punished to 
the same extent as the principal. The 
prosecution was handled by the now 
Congressman Paul Brown and the de- 
fendant had three capable. attorneys 
to defend him and the trial was very 
fair. For his honest and capable work 
this very fine judge was criticized and 
abused by people who are thought by 
the local population to have received 
money for their slander of the judge 
and the defendant’s attorneys. Many 
local or state papers printed such 
scurrilous statements, either with or 
without pay. Missionaries were sent 
into the town to investigate and spent 
money there, and as one good negro 
Said to me, they were just making it 
hard for the honest’ and law abiding 
negro who never condoned the commis- 
sion of the crime.

Not only did the bar and citizenry 
of Frankin county pass and publish 
resolutions highly commending Judge 
Berry T. Moseley for dispersing the 
first mob, but we are believers in law 
enforcement generally speaking, and 
deplore the publicity given us not only 
in this matter, but also as regarded & 
murder case the first of the week, re- 
ported under a Royston date line.

28 Per Cent of Those Killed 
Were Crossing in Mid- 
dle of Street. 


Slightly more than 16,000 of the 
total of more than 36,000 persons 
killed in automobile accidents last 
year were pedestrians. That this toll 
of life lost is too large, all will agree. 


The chart shows what pedestrians 
were doing last year when they met 
death. 

It shows that 28 per cent of those 
killed: were crossing the street in the 


middle of the block; 22 per cent were 
crossing at the intersection; 19 per 
cent were walking along the rural 
road; 10 per cent were children play- 
ing in the street; 7 per cent darted 
out into streets from behind parked 
cars; 14 per cent were indulging in 
miscellaneous practices. 
Pedestrian-Care. 


The important thing that this chart 
brings out is that many pedestrians 
fail to take the simplest precautions. 
More than 1,000 pedestrians were 
killed and 35,000 were’ injured by 
crossing against signals; 4,500 were 
killed and 73,000 were injured by 
crossing in the middle of the block; 
1,140 were killed and 33,000 were in- 
jured by darting out into streets from 
behind parked cars.

Ed “River” McGill, Fulton county 
officer, whose heroic work in recover- 
ing more than 30 bodies of persons 
drowned in the Chattahoochee and 
rescuing drowning persons is a legend 
among river folk and police alike, ad- 
mits he is “stymied” in his efforts to 
recover the body of John Henry John- 
son, 20, who sank beneath the surface 
of the Chattahoochee Wednesday aft- 
ernoon and has not been seen since. 

McGill declared the body should rise 
of its own accord today, but mean- 
while he and other Fulton county of- 
ficers and helpers are seeking to locate 
it with special type grappling hooks. 
Another dynamite charge wil] be set 
off this morning, he said last night, in 
an effort to hasten its rise to the 
surface. 

A heavy charge of dynamite was ex- 
ploded Wednesday afternoon shortly 
after the boy was reported drowned by 
his brother and a companion. They 
were fishing with Johnson when the 
tragedy occurred. 

The uneven surface of the river bed 
has proved a great -hindrance in re- 
covering the body, McGill said. ‘Ihe 
boy drowned while swimming near the 
Bankhead bridge and the coffer dam 
constructed in erection of the bridge 
left the locality a difficult place to 
recover a body, the officer said. 

Lieutenant W. A. Wells and Officer 
Jack Carroll also are working to bring 
the body to the surface.

International May Day Passes 
Unmarred by Labor Disturbances 


By the Associated Press. 

Peaceful demonstrations, with some 
tenseness here and there, marked the 
50th International Labor Day. 

In the United States, where May 
Day usually is observed only by the 
more radical workers, the largest 
demonstration was at New York City. 
Thousands of socialists and commu- 
nists joined in a “united front” pa- 
rade to Union square. 

Industrial plants were closed in 
some United States cities while the 
workers paraded, listened to speeches, 
or went picnicking. 

In the outskirts of Cleveland, burn- 
ing crosses blazed a warning to com- 
munism. 

Europe's workers called for peace 
and condemned war in celebrations 
characterized by parading and speech- 
making. There was practically no vio- 
lence. 

Government leaders also voiced 
leas for peace. These included 
Reichsfuehrer Adolf Hitler in Berlin, 
Prime Minister Stanley Baldwin in 
London and War Commissar Kle- 
menti E. Voroshiloff in Moscow. 

London had one of the quietest 
May Days in its history. A force of 
300 policemen watched thousands of 
workers march in Hyde Park carry- 
ing red banners, among which those 
of Oxford and Cambridge Universi- 
ties were outstanding. — 

In Germany, millions of nazis ral- 
lied around May. poles and praised 
the country’s change from strikes and 
riots before Hitler to a “workers 
holiday.” They enjoyed free beer and 
sausages at employers’ expense. 

Hitler spoke in Berlin to 80,000 
boys and girls, while officials esti- 
mated 2,500,000 persons—half of the 
capital—participated in morning as- 
semblies. 

Italy’s fascists, keyed up to a high 
pitch of excitement, awaited the call 
to an “adunata,” or mass mobiliza- 
tion, expected tomorrow, announcing 
the fall of Addis Ababa. 

In Spain, aside from the 
of an alleged fascist at Seville and 
the arrest of a number of fascists in 
Barcelona, there was tranquillity 
throughout the country. 

In Austria and southeast Europe, 
elaborate police precautions, includ- 
ing the detention of known agitators, 
assured a quiet observance of the fes- 
tival, 

Soviet Russia’s celebrations cen- 
tered in Red square, Moscow, where 
Joseph Stalin reviewed a monster pa- 
rade of the mechanized red = army. 
Fighting planes, estimated to number 
900, flew overhead. Thousands of
